Claims 1 - 5 are presented for examination. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In the Abstract: 

Delete the phrase "(Figure 1)". 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to claims 1 
- 5, the prior art fails to show two magnetoresistive XMR sensor elements in a 
gradiometer system, each of which is assigned to one of two permanent magnets 
having a predetermined separation and wherein the two magnetoresistive XMR sensor 
elements are positioned symmetrically to a central axis between the permanent 
magnets. These features taken together with the other limitations of the claim renders 
the claims allowable over prior art. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
